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THE MAYOR, THE LAW, AND THE PEOPLE. 
There are two points of view from which tho | 


Police Commussioners is regarded: One is the 
legal aspect of the case; the other, that of popu- 
lar sentiment. It is well that every citizen, in a 
crisis of so much importance, should have a 
good understanding of the former, that he may 
not be carried away by personal, political, or 
national prejudices on the one side, nor, on the 
other side, depend upon a mere conviction of 
the justice of Mayor Medill's course to answer 
such prejudices, . 

It is probable that no law is so familiar to the 
public as that commonly known as the Mayor's 
bill. It was passed by tho Legislature in com-

THE HYDE PARK FERIILIZING CASE. 


The Fertilizing Company, whose works at 


Hyde Park are the cause of the recent complica- 
tions between the authorities of that town and 
those of Chicago, has filed a bill in the United 
States Circuit Court for this district, praying an 
in junction against any interference by Hyde 
Park with the lawful business of the Company. 
The recitals Of the bill, divested of the legal 
phraseology, present a History of the case, and 
some details of the manner of carrying on the 
business, which will have an interest for the 


public. 


It appears that, prior to 1887, the slaughtering 


and packing-houses being located on the Chi- 
cago River, the offal and blood of these estab- 
lishmeuts were run into the river, rendering the

The result of the ten days’ suspension of busi-

This deposit consists now of 
one acre covered four feet deep with blood, and 
one acre covered six feet deep with offal— 
both frozen ; when this thaws out there may be 
expected the most intense odors. The Company 
allege its various contracis, all of which will have 
to be violated if its business is stepped.

The special power was to estab- 
lish and maintain chemical works in Cook Coun- 
ty, south of the dividing line between Town- 
ships 37 and 88, for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing and converting dead animals, and other 
animal matter, into an agricultural fertilizer, and 
other chemical products, by chemical, mechan- 
ical, and other processes. It was auihorized to 
establish depots in Chicago for receiving all 
this matter, to be carried thence to the works. 
The construction of railways, affording the 
means of speedy transit, has made Chicago the 
largest slaughtering 
in the world. The number of animals 
killed in Chicago, in 1872, was: Hogy 
1,417,029; cattle, 174,050; sheep, 165,099; 
total, 1,756,178. Tho aggregate blood of these 
animals was 2,205,833 gallons; and the offal was 
21,175 tons. This business émploys, directly and 
indirectly, 20,000 persons. The packing season 
begins Nov. 1, and ends March 1, and in this time 
the daily discharge is about 135 tons of offal, and 
14,697 gallons of blood. This matter 1s too 
bulky to be buried; it cannot be cast into the 
Chicago River, and it must be utilized and con- 
verted, or the whole packing business must stop. 
The growth of the packing business is shown in 
the figures since 1856: the number of cattle 
slaughtered here in that year was 9,488, and in 
1872 was 141,123; the hogs, from 22,936 to 1,225,- 
000. 

The Company now asserts that it has $250,000. 
invested in the business ; that having enlarged 
ita works so as to be able to remove, utilize, and 
consume in the most scientific manner now 
known, and with the least offensiveness, all this

THE LAW OF MARRIAGE. 


The decision which has just been rendered by 
Judge Farwell in the Nellie Port case is at once 
interesting and important. The case was one in 
which Silas W. Port, now decer ed, had been. 
living with a woman known as Nellie Port, but 
had never been married to her according to the 
usages of church or statute, Upon his death, 
Nellie Port applied to the Circujt Oourt 
to be appointed administratrix of Silas 
Port's estate, claiming that their relations dur- 
ing his life constituted marriage, and entitled her 
to the same rightein law which she would have had 
if they had been united by a priest or a Justice 
of the Peace. Judge Farwell, aftcr careful de- 
liberation and a thorough examination of the 
law and evidence, dismissed the bill. The dis- 
missal of this particular bill, however, did not 
comprehend a general decree that a man and wom- 
an must be joined together by some authorized 
person in order to entitle them to be regarded 
as married, Incidentally, there were significant 
admissions that marriage could occur, according 
to the common law, without the intervention of 
a minister of the Gospel or civil officer ; 
the course of the decision, Judge Farwell indi- 
cated circumstances under which he would

The most forcible point of Judge Far- 
decision was the stress he

He could not find 
this sequence of promise and consummation in 
the present case. The Supreme Courts of New 
York and Ohio have decided that a future prom- 
ise does not of itself constitute marriage. This 
was evidently good law, for otherwise there 
would be no ground for actions at law for breach 


of promise, which actions are held as checks 
upon seduction. In this case there was evidence 


as to the promise, and also confirmation of co- 
habitation ; but it did not appear that the one 
was made to depend upon the other in such a 
way as to establish marriage. 

‘There were two things, more or less in con- 
flict, which Judge Farwell seemed anxious to de- 
fine. One was, that there may be marriage without 
a ceremony,—a view that has been taken 


» 


by the New York Courts. Judge Farwell holds 
that if a man says to a woman, ‘‘I take you for 
my wife,” and the woman says to the man, “I 
take you to be my husband,” and these declara- 
tions are followed by cohabitation, then there 
would be a marriage according to common law. 


The second point upon which Judge Farwell in- 
sists is not less important, for he holds that the 
ordinary cases of open adultery, men and women 
travelling together and registering themselves 
as husband and wife, ox, passing generally 
as married people, must not be confused with 
the intentional consummation which alone makes 
a marriage valid without the ordinary ceremony. 
It is for this reason that he insists upon the 


most positive proof. His decision shows that, 


while marriage may take place without the 
minister or Justice, there is little danger that the 
numerous cases. of men and women living to- 
gether as husbands and wives without 
can establish legal marriage 
relations to the satisfaction of the law. ‘There 
is nothing, therefore, in his decision which can 
| depreciate the importance of the marriage cere- 


ceremony 


mony, while it provides a legal remedy far cases 


of peculiar hardship, in which marriage will be 
construed under the law though no ceremony 


has occurred.

MAKE THE TREASURES SAFE. 


The Chicago and Boston fires have forged:

In our own Historical Society there were 
burned up ina single hour a vast collection of 
historical treasure which no amount of money or 
industry on the part of collectors can possibly 
replace. In facts and documents relating to the 
early settlement of our city and of the Northwest · 
papers and books in regard to the doctrines, 
settlement in this State, expulsion and general 
history of the Mormons, and collateral subjects, 
the Society was especially rich. Files of news- 
papers, Manuscripts and valuable books were 
given to the Society, because it was supposed 
the building in which they were stored was fire- 
proof. 80 in the Boston fire, in a section of the 
city universally regarded as the safest within 
its limite, many very valuable collections of pic- 
tures, books, and other articles stored in the lofts 


of those large granite buildings were destroyed. 


Using wood 80 largely in the building of Amer- 
ican cities, the conclusion forces itself upon the 
minds of an thoughtful men that, sooner or 
later, they must all be burned up.

If such treasures are to be preserved at 
all in this country, these conditions must be ful- 


filled. In the citiesof Europe, library and art 


buildings are safe from generation to genera- 


tion right in the midst of the business, or it may 
be the residence centres, for the reason that so 
little combustible material is used in the con- 
struction of buildings there, that it is about 
impossible for a fire like that of Boston 
or Chicago to occur. As an illustration, General. 
Post, our Consul at Vienna, informed us, re- 
cently, that a fire occurred on the ground floor of 
the building in which he resides. He had com- 
pany at the time, to dinner, and, hearing a com- 
motion in the street, he and his guests 
looked out of the window, saw where the fire 
was, and then returnéd quietly to their table, 
satisfied that they were entirely safe in so doing. 
In our American cities all is different, and we 
insist that if our people mean that their art, 
historical, and other treasures shall benefit fu- 
ture generations, they must place them in thor- 
oughly fire-proof buildings, on large blocks of 
ground, or in public parks. We need only cite 
the old City Post Offlos / the First National Bank, 
the Land Department of the Illinois Central 
Railway, the Historical Society, and Taz Ta- 
vx Building, t6 convince our own citizens, at 


least, that such precautions are an absolute

What becomes of the divinity that doth hedge 
the King when the King’s Tiver and lights can 
be handled with impunity and sent all over the 
world by telegraph for the scrutiny of ordinary 
people? There isa gleam of comfort for ordi- 
nary people in these facts. It is cheering to 
know that, although royalty can command every- 
thing which can minister to the senses, the pas- 
sions, and the appetites, still royalty is made out 
of the same stuff asthe rest of us. We differ in 
name, place, and circumstances. There are 
thousands of royal heads which never wear 
crowns, thousands of royal hands which never 
wield sceptres. The dead Emperor is, after all, 
no better than the dead bricklayer.

Sin EDWARD LYTTON. 


BY PROFESSOR WILLIAM MATHEWS, OF THE UNI- 
VERSITY OF CHICAGO. 

The life of Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, who 
died recently in London at the age of 67, is a 
vivid illustration of the marvels that may be 
performed by a man of mere talent, toiling with 
indefatigable energy through a long series of 
years. We say talent, for that he had that only, 
though in the very highest degree, and was not, 
though he narrowly escaped being, a genius, we 
think is very clear. Had he been such, he would 
not, probably, have scattered his f over 
60 large a field. Instead of lighting the 
whole horizon of thought, he would have con- 
densed his sheet-lightning into a few lu 
points, or a single powerful bolt. As it was, 
neither intellectually or morally was hig mind 
determined with overwhelming force in any one 
direction; upon no one subject did his aff 
centre; and the result was, that while he 
ished the world by his width of sympat! 
variety of mental faculty, he never rea 
pinnacle of excellence and fame,—the topmost 
peak of the literary Alps,—but only a lofty 
summit. That he was a tireless worker, the 
scores of works which he spun from his 
brain bear witness. Poet, dramatist, novelist, 
essayist, orator, pamphleteer, and historian, he 
‘swung round the entire circle” of literary ef- 
fort, and won high success in everything he at- 
tempted. That he should have done this in spite 
of bio disadvaptages,—the disadvantages of ease 
and affluence, to which he was born, —is a Still 
greater marvel, and compels the admiration of 
those who would otherwise find it hard to forget 
his foibles. It is hard to write books when one 
is clothed in rage, and laboritig to make the pot 
boil; bat it is harder still, when one ig clothed 
in purple and fine linen and faring sumptuously 
every day. Many a spiritual giant lies buried 
under a mountain of gold. To hunt and shoot, 
and live in clover,—to frequent clubs and op- 
eras, apd Almack’s, enjoying the vari- 
ety of London sight-seeing, morning calls, 
and Parliamentary small-talk, during the 
season, and then off to the country mansion, 
with its well-stocked preserves and its thousand 
delightful pleasnres, alternated with a few 
months on the Scotch moors, or a run across the 
Continent to Venice or Rome,—all this, it has 
been truly said, is exceedingly attractive ; but 
it is by no means calculated to make a man 
“scorn delights and live laborious delays.” 

It was to his mother, a woman of great energy 
and rare a plishments, that Bulwer was in- 
debted for the formation and guidance of his 
literary tastes. Her father was a profound 

, and the first Hebraist of his day. A 
fa book of her son in his childhood was 
„ Percy's Reliques,” which was the match that 
fired his genius, for he wrote some ballads in 
imitation of it, when only 5 or 6 years old. He 
went to no public school, but graduated at Cam- 
bridge, where he competed successfully for the 
prize poem of his year. Better in many respects 
than the University education was the life-ed- 
ucation,” to use one of his own terms, which he 
got in part by wandering over England and Scot- 
land on foot during the long vacation, and after- 
wards by travelling through France on horse- 
back. He began to publish at the age of two- 
and-twenty. Weeds and Wild Flowers,“ his 
first book, was followed by “O'Neil, or the 
Rebel, a Byronian poem minus the 
Byron. Falkland,“ his first novel, ap- 
peared next year, but fell dead from the 
press, being too sentimental even for the 
Laura Matildas of the circulating libraries. It 
was in Pelham that he first fairly caught 
the ear of the world. In this work the author 
gave what many thought a sympathetic portrait- 
ure of a gentleman,—a dandy of a superior or- 
der, something more than what Cowper calls 4 
fine puss gentleman, that's all perfume,” but | 
still a worshipper at the shrine of fashion, and 
more careful about the cut of his coat and the 
style of hia whiskers than about the furnishing 
of his brains. The book has many clever epi- 
grams and some powerful passages,—a fow, 
such as Tyrrel's death-scene, that are, artistio- 
ally finished,—and, though shallow as a whole, 
showed that there was power in the author. 

In “Paul Clifford,” with its skilfully-woven 
plot, a novel which was fiercely lashed by the 
moralists, Bulwer took a somewhat higher flight; 
but even yet his wings were not fairly fledged. 
It was in “Eugene Aram” that he first showed | 
the mettle that was in him ; it was the first dis- 
tinct print of the hon's foot. Being early inter- 
ested in the story of his hero, he set to work to 
collect the particulars of his life, and these he 
wove into the powerful and fascinating romance 
above named. In this story he has aimed to 
show what strange influences sometimes 
chequer the web of life; how a mind 
essentially noble, by deviating by an al- 
most imperceptible angle from the path of vir- 
tue, may be gradually lured on till it is hopeless- 
ly entangled in the meshes of sin. Obsta prin- 
cipiis—resist beginnings,” is the moral which it 
preaches with fearful emphasis in every page.
